Exciting visitor attraction for town 



THE world’s first digtal art park 
will be launched at Chalkwell Park 
on Tuesday October 6. 

Award-winning art group Metal 
described NetPark as an 'exciting 
visitor attraction for south Essex'. 
It’s funded by the Arts Council 
England, the Arts and Humanities 
Research Council and Nesta, and 
will form part of a new educational 
centre at the park. 

Colette Bailey, artistic director of 
Metal, said: “This is an incredibly 
exciting project for Metal. 

“NetPark will bring together a 
wide range of artistic responses 
into an ongoing collection of site 
specific, digital artworks. 


“It is brilliant that Southend has 
embraced the idea to become the 
pioneers of this new concept. 

“The creative team that we have 
worked with has been amazing - 
with University of Brighton, soft¬ 
ware developers, Calvium and 
Malcolm Garrett, the designer of 
Buzzcocks fame, all contributing to 
what is a great project.” 

All the works will be GPS located 
and can be experienced through a 
smart device, either iPad, iPhone or 
Android. 

NetPark has, at its heart, a new 
research and education centre. 
Metal Art School, with a fully 
equipped digital studio. 


Launched at the same time as 
NetPark, the facility will enable artis¬ 
tic research and development and 
will provide an education programme 
for local young people and adults. 

The inaugural ten artworks have 
been curated by Simon Poulter. 
Each work takes the visitor on a 
different journey around the park. 

The Metal spokesman added: 
“The works are designed for a vari¬ 
ety of audiences, and the range 
ensures that there is something to 
enchant all ages and allows for a 
shared experience or individual 
contemplation.” 

Metal’s ambition is to attract new 
visitors to the park and to Southend. 


More than 90 artists from seven 
different countries applied to be 
involved in the launch. 

Metal has also worked with five 
Southend primary schools on a 
NetPark education programme. 
With software partners, Calvium, 
they have developed a new story 
building app which enables chil¬ 
dren to develop, write and code 
locative narratives, written for the 
park and placing them within GPS 
co-ordinates for visitors to enjoy. 

Each school has been working 
with a writer and illustrator to pro¬ 
duce a site-specific story.

HOMELESS charity Harp 
want businesses to join them 
sleeping under the stars to 
help them raise vital funds. 

The charity which provide 
a safe haven for Southend’s 
homeless is hosting a card¬ 
board box challenge fund¬ 
raiser on Friday October 9. 

The 12-hour sleepout 
involves camping on the 
cold concrete playground of 
Southend High School for 
Boys in Prittlewell Chase 
with just a metre square 
cardboard box for shelter. 

Harp bosses said the event 
helped raise awareness of the 
isolation and loneliness of 
homelessness people. 

HARP project worker 
Prakesh Shah took part last 
year. 

He said; “This was a 
chance to really experience 
what it feels like to sleep 
rough. 

“Homeless people are vul¬ 
nerable and they can be beat¬ 
en up or abused. 

“They don’t even know if 
they will wake up in the 
morning.’’Catherine 


Hodgson, harp’s commu¬ 
nity fundraiser said: 
“Although designed to test 


endurance, those who took 
part last year and are return¬ 
ing this year said it was also 


a great deal of fun. As well 
as individuals and groups of 
friends, we are hoping to 


attract more local businesses 
to put together a team to join 
us on a match funding 
basis.” 

Last year companies, such 
as RBS, put together a staff 
team and Southend’s mayor. 
Councillor Andrew Moring 
also took part. 

Harp’s emergency night 
shelter provides 18 bed¬ 
rooms, a day centre and 
training and advice facilities 
under one roof. 

Staff offer support on all 
aspects of homelessness, 
including medical issues. 

Community groups are 
also invited to support the 
event, sponsored by property 
firm Regis. 

It will include live enter¬ 
tainment, a BBQ and a hot 
breakfast. 

The event marks world 
homeless day on October 10. 

Volunteers from HARP 
have also organised a street 
collection in Leigh 
Broadway on Friday from 
9.30am to raise funds for the 
homeless charity.

A MEETING is to be called to help 
residents living near Thorpe Bay’s 
Wickmead estate who say they are 
fed up with vandalism and thugs 
throwing water at them.

PHOTOGRAPHERS in Basildon and Thurrock cap¬ 
tured Monday morning's lunar eclipse for the YA. The 
eclipse occurred when the earth passed between the 
moon and the sun, and was caused by the earth cast¬ 
ing its shadow on the moon's surface. 
Former YA sub-editor Martyn Dolton, 
who lives in Basildon, shot a sequence of 
pictures showing the gradual eclipse of 
the moon, as well as a brief period 
when it turned red. 

The phenomenon is known as 'blood 
moon', as when light passed through 
i the earth's atmosphere, all other 

: colours were removed from the spec¬ 

trum before it hit the moon's surface. 
Another 'blood moon' cycle is not 
expected until 2033. 

The phenomenon coincided with 
another, known as 'supermoon', 
which describes when the moon 
reaches its full phase while it is at or 
near its closest approach with earth, 
making it appear abnormally large. 
YA photographer Martin Dalton 
captured the 'supermoon' looming 
over Thurrock.

Farewell to Steve 
who inspired ride

BRAVE father-of-two, Steve 
Lloyd, whose brain tumour bat¬ 
tle inspired a unique cycling 
event to raise funds for 
research, has sadly died. 

The 39-year-old TfL employ¬ 
ee from Hockley, left work ear¬ 
lier this year to spend time with 
his wife and children. 

He had been diagnosed with 
an aggressive glioblastoma 
multiforme (GBM) brain 
tumour in 2008. 

His wife Angela said: “We 
were with Steve as he died 
peacefully and quietly on 
Sunday morning.” 

Steve’s death came just three 
days after the achievements of 
dozens of cyclists who ped¬ 
alled the len^h of the District 
line were recognised at the 
opening of a new brain tumour 
research centre. 

The District Line Cycle 
Challenge, which took place 
last month, raised more than 
£25,000 for the charity Brain 
Tumour Research. 

Lriends and colleagues at 
Transport for London cycled 
74 miles, taking in the 61 sta¬ 
tions on the District line in the 
ride inspired by Steve. 

Steve was a life-long West 
Ham fan and the event was 
supported by Hammers’ full-

back and England footballer 
Carl Jenkinson. 

The cyclists’ efforts were 
commemorated with a unique 
tile on a “wall of wope” at the 
new Centre of Excellence 
which was officially launched 
last Thursday, September 24. 

Each tile is dedicated to 
patients, their families, friends 
and corporate supporters and 
represents the £2,740 it costs to 
fund a day of research. 

Two of Steve’s former 


District Line colleagues. Dean 
Brown from Ickenham, and 
Leon Hall from Southgate, 
were among patients, carers, 
scientists, clinicians and chari¬ 
ties from across the UK at the 
Burlington Danes building 
adjacent to Hammersmith 
Hospital for the opening. 

Sue Larrington Smith, chief 
executive of Brain Tumour 
Research, said: “Our thoughts 
are with Steve’s family and 
friends at this dreadful time.”

The refugee 
children are 
our priority 

WE must prioritise specialist 
care for Syrian refugee chil¬ 
dren - they really need it 

Of an estimated 12 million 
Syrians displaced by war, more 
than half are children, tens of 
thousands of whom will be 
fleeing alone. 

Their parents may have been 
killed or separated from them. 

They may have lost their 
brothers and sisters or other 
family members. 

They have no one to turn to. 

The UK’s decision to offer 
sanctuary to hundreds if not 
thousands of these children is 
right; it would be morally inde¬ 
fensible not to. We will then 


have a responsibility to protect 
the fragile lives of these trau¬ 
matised children while they are 
in our country’s care. 

Our Government should 
urgently prioritise specialist, tai¬ 
lored care required by the 
unique circumstances of 
refugee children who need, and 
deserve, a decent place to live 
with the right people and sup¬ 
port for as long as they need it. 

The government needs spe¬ 
cialist staff to identify the type 
of support these children need. 
They need to ensure that chil¬ 
dren stay in sensitive, loving 
foster homes, and that each fos¬ 
ter carer has been trained to nur¬ 
ture them and meet their needs. 

At Bamardo’s we have spe¬ 
cialist staff that could provide 
the critical “triage” that newly 
arrived children and young 
people need. We also have 
trained foster carers to look 
after unaccompanied children. 

Syrian children coming to 
the UK may have been picked 
up by traffickers in refugee 
camps or as they move across 
Europe. Our independent 
advocates support trafficked 
children and young people in 
23 local authorities. 

The government and local 
authorities should draw on such 
experience and expertise.

CANVEY has shown its pride in the 
heroic American airman whose B17 
bomber crashed on to the island in 
1944 with a commemorative mural 
and plaque - now a piece of open 
space could be named in their mem¬ 
ory.

the loss of the American B17 
Bomber at the Point in 1944.”

Community Archive, which was 
responsible for creating the plaque - 
an information board with the histo¬ 
ry of that tragic day when the 
bomber, returning from a raid over 
France collided with another plane 
and crashed onto the island, said: 
“That would be a fitting gesture.” 

The suggestion also has the bless¬ 
ing of county councillor Ray 
Howard - known as Mr Canvey. 

He said: “The crash has become 
part of our history and this would be 
great way to honour the men who 
died, we also built a relationship 
with the crew members who sur¬ 
vived.” 

Town council chairman Peter 
Grieg backed the suggestion too. “A 
nice idea,” he said. 

Links still remain with the sole 
surviving crew member, Dick 
Andrews now 92. 

His daughter Barbara Tarbox was 
on the island last month when the 
sea wall mural was unveiled with a 
message from her father, thanking 
everyone for keeping their memory 
alive. 

If Cllr Riley backs the suggestion 
as requested it would take a council 
resolution to make it formal.

On a wing and a prayer 


Y ou couldn’t make it up. I set 
off on a walk to explore the 
welfare of an incarcerated 
waterway, the Mar Dyke, in south 
west Essex, and discover of all 
things... feral parrots that have 
escaped captivity. Hundreds of 
them. 

The Mar Dyke valley is home to 
parakeets that have migrated from 
London and Kent; having escaped 
zoos, presumably. They live in wood¬ 
pecker holes in trees, along the 
banks of the river. They spend the 
day flying about the valley in gangs, 
noisily screeching and generally 
annoying the wood pigeons, who 
until recently enjoyed a quiet life. 

Unlike the parrots, the Mar Dyke 
remains a trapped beauty. She was 
once wild, tidal and meandering, 
surrounded by fens. Boats were 
able to navigate all the way from the 
Thames, at Purfleet, to Orsett Hall, 
until the 18th century. 

Sluice gates shut out the tide in 
the 1760s to protect the low-lying 
grazing pastures from the saline 
waters. The river was also straight¬ 
ened by engineers to stop flooding. 

The Bulphan and Orsett fens were 
eventually drained in the 1960s, as 
ploughs and crops replaced live¬ 
stock. 

The loss of tidal flow impacted on

the river’s ability to flush itself; pollu¬ 
tion was an inevitable consequence. 

The Environment Agency, and oth¬ 
ers, have invested recently in 
cleanups to encourage fish back. I 
saw several kingfishers on 
Thursday. Flashes of blue and 
orange over fresh water. More birds 
of paradise. Magical.

THE MARTIAN (12A141 mins) 


I N space, everyone can 
hear you scream and 
whenever Ridley Scott is 
nestled in the director's 
chair, you can be certain his 
actors will be issuing blood¬ 
curdling shrieks. 

In 1979, he unleashed a 
merciless killing machine on 
the unsuspecting crew of 
the Nostromo, giving birth to 
the Alien franchise. 

Three years later, the future 
was exceedingly bleak for 
Harrison Ford's Blade Runner 
and, more recently, scientists 
aboard the spaceship 
Prometheus came face-to- 
face with an extra-terrestrial 
force of unimaginable power. 

The life expectancy of char¬ 
acters in Scott's films can 
often be measured in hours 
rather than days or years. 

So it comes as no surprise 
that in the opening 15 min¬ 
utes of The Martian, adapted 
from the bestselling novel by 
Andy Weir, the director 
apparently kills off his leading 
man during a ferocious sand¬ 
storm on the red planet. 

Unusually, the hero sur¬ 
vives and draws upon his 
scientific knowledge to man¬ 


ufacture water and oxygen 
to sustain his solitary exis¬ 
tence until a rescue mission 
can be mustered. 

The film opens with the six- 
strong crew of the Ares 3, led 
by Commander Melissa 
Lewis (Jessica Chastain), 
gathering samples. 

Sensors pick up an 
approaching storm and Lewis 
gives the order to evacuate. 

During the trek back to the 
ship, botanist Mark Watney 
(Matt Damon) is hit by flying 
debris. "I know you don't 
want to hear this. Mark's 
dead," crew member Beck 
(Sebastian Stan) informs 
Lewis, who reluctantly blasts 
off with the rest of her team: 
Johanssen (Kate Mara), 
Martinez (Michael Pena) and 
Vogel (Aksel Hennie). 

They begin the long journey 
back to mission control. Little 
do they realise that back on 
Mars, Watney is alive. 

"I gotta figure out how to 
grow three years' worth of 
food on a planet where 
nothing grows," Mark mum¬ 
bles, recording a video diary. 

Back on Earth, NASA 
administrator Teddy Sanders 
(Jeff Daniels), Director of 
Mars missions Vincent 


Kapoor (Chiwetel Ejiofor) and 
Ares 3 flight director Mitch 
Henderson (Sean Bean) cut 
corners to let Mark know the 
cavalry is coming. 

The Martian bears obvious 
similarities to the Oscar-win¬ 
ning thriller Gravity in both 
set-up and execution, and 
Scott employs the 3D format 
to dazzling effect in turbo¬ 
charged action sequences. 

However, this is primarily a 
meditation on the 
endurance of the human 
spirit and in these quieter 
moments. Drew Goddard's 
lean script and lead actor 
Damon hold us spellbound. 

"I'm not going to die here," 
Mark tells himself as he 
faces each obstacle with 
gritty determination, raising 
his spirits (and ours) with 
flashes of humour including 
a running joke about 
Commander Lewis' disco- 
heavy music collection. 

Cinematographer Dariusz 
Wolski envisages Mars as a 
vast, barren landscape of 
shifting red sand. 

As Mark's oxygen supply 
depletes, we hold our 
breath, hoping for a miracle.

Welcome add! 


G et away from the hustle and 
bustle of everyday life by 
wandering off the beaten 
traok at Bonnetts Wood in 
Upminster. 

The woodland, off Park Farm 
Road, has been oreated from a 
pieoe of farmland and a former 
landfill site, where thousands of new 
trees and shrubs have been planted 
over the years. 

The site, named after the 
Bonnetts family who farmed part of 
the site from their Central Farm 
from the 1920s up until 2002, has 
been transformed over the years 
after being bought by the Forestry 
Commission. 

Bonnetts Wood then went on to 
double in size in 2012 when the 
Forestry Commission took over a 
17ha landfill site next to the woods, 
in partnership with Ingrebourne 
Valley Limited, a private land 
restoration oompany. 

The site, whioh had been degrad¬ 
ed through gravel extraotion and 
landfilling between the 1950s and 
1970s, had previously been an 
inaooessible area of brownfield, until 
Ingrebourne Valley Limited oapped 
the site with non-hazardous waste 
suoh as builders' rubble, inoluding 
some from the oonstruotion of The 
Shard in London. Sinoe then the 


Forestry Commission have been 
planting thousands of new trees 
and shrubs, and adding new paths 
and benohes, for the benefit of looal 
people and visitors alike. 

Bonnetts Wood, whioh oovers an 
area of 33ha, is now a weloome 
addition to the Thames Chase 
Community Forest network, whioh 
also provides links to Berwiok 
Glades, Berwiok Woods, and on to 
Hornohuroh Country Park. 

Its pathways, inoluding 1.9km of 
walking and oyoling paths as well 
as bridal paths, oirole areas of 
established woodland and young 
trees, as well as meadows, all of 
whioh are well kept and aooessible 
to all. 

As well as being a haven for visi¬ 
tors, the site is also a plaoe where 
many animals, inseots and birds 
flourish. 

Highlights throughout the year 
inolude territorial robins, wintering 
fieldfare and redwings in January, 
hunting kestrels in February and the 
return of newts and frogs to its 
ponds in Maroh. 

Warblers arrive in April, while 
sedge warblers and yellowhammers 
begin to nest in May, and skylark 
oan be heard in the woodland in 
June. 

See the ox-eye daisies in bloom in 



July, and plenty of dragonflies, 
hawking and kingfishers during 
August. In September, Goldfinohes 
feed on seed heads aoross the site, 
while in Ootober jays, one of the 
best known birds for storing food in 
preparation for the winter, aotively 
bury aoorns. 

It is in November that weasels 
hunt on the site and in Deoember 
the holly blossoms for a festive treat. 

The stream that runs along the 

boundary of Bonnetts Wood is also 
home to many inseots and wildlife 
so if you are looking for a bit of 
quiet nature watohing keep your 
eyes peeled for the water voles that 
oall it their home. 

Parking for Bonnetts Wood oan 
be found aoross the road at 
Parklands - also a plaoe that is 
worth a wander. Just walk baok 
towards the road from the ear park, 
oross the bridge over the stream 

and follow the pathway to the 
orossing. Please be aware that this 
is a very busy road and take oare 
when aooessing the site. 

Future plans for the site inolude a 
road orossing point providing 
aooess to Berwiok Glades and 
Berwiok Woods.

Q. Is it true that 
gazumping is on 
the increase 
again? And what 
does that say 
about the state of 
the market? 

A. Yes, there is 
mounting evidence from 
around the country that 
gazumping is back. Only 
last month, the UK’s 
largest conveyancing 
firm reported a 
substantial rise in the 
incidence of gazumping 
over the summer, with 
just over a quarter of 
conveyancers seeing 
instances where a new 
buyer gazumped the original purchaser 
during June, July and August. 

However, before fulminating against greedy 
buyers, it’s worth noting that the same 
report also revealed that some 62% of 
conveyancers have seen a rise in the 
number of sellers asking for more money in 
mid-transaction! 

This is all just one more manifestation of the 
current gulf between supply and demand - 
at a time when the economy is actually 
doing pretty well, and people are starting to 
feel better off. Hence the surge in the 
number of hopeful new buyers. Agents all 
over the country are reporting that any 
properties that do come onto the market are 
selling pretty quickly. The trouble is, there 
simply aren’t enough of them. 


One of the problems, as 
we all know, is the 
inability of the 
construction industry to 
build sufficient new 
homes to keep pace with 
rising demand. But it is 
also apparent that more 
and more potential 
second or third-steppers 
are opting to stay put, 
rather than moving 
house. 

As a result of all this, 
some commentators 
have been suggesting 
that the property market 
is in some way 
dysfunctional, and 
implying that some pretty 
drastic intervention might 
be needed to bring it 
back into some notional 
state of “normality.” 
Rather worryingly, for example, a recent 
report from The Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors chose to describe 
those older homeowners still living in large 
family-sized properties as “house-blockers.” 
A loaded term if ever there was one! 
Personally, I think the property market is 
simply doing what all markets do - 
responding to supply and demand. And 
when the balance between them shifts 
again, the market will adjust. Meanwhile, I 
would counsel against any large-scale 
interference, however well-meant. Yes, the 
housebuilders could do more. But I sincerely 
hope we never reach the point where people 
are obliged to move every few years, just to 
make way for upcoming generations. Even if 
it means more business for estate agents!

Ford ups

THE Ford Mondeo has always been some¬ 
thing of a benohmark oar, a model by whioh 
other manufaoturers measure themselves, 
and the latest version is no exoeption. 

This all-new model might have been sub- 
jeot to a delayed arrival in Europe following 
its Amerioan launoh but for many it will have 
been worth the wait. 

The range inoludes a hatohbaok, estate 
and saloon versions. 

The new shape might not be radioally dif¬ 
ferent but is appealing nonetheless and the 
Aston Martin-inspired grille seems more 
prominent than ever. 

In some ways it’s a simple but elegant 
touoh but there’s no doubting it adds some¬ 
thing to the Mondeo’s presenoe and stature. 

Other features inolude an upgraded interior 
and a new range of engines, that inoludes 
petrol, diesel and petrol-eleotrio hybrid 
options. 

Overall Ford seems to have upped its 
game in a bid to see off familiar oompetitors 
like the Skoda Superb, Mazda6 and 
Volkswagen Passat, as well as more premi¬ 
um rivals from the likes of Audi, BMW and 
Meroedes. 

As ever, one might speoulate as to who is 
going to opt for the blue oval over estab¬ 
lished premium marques but given the fast 
Ford has built an enviable reputation for 
delivering thoroughly deoent drivers’ ears in 


resent years you oan’t blame them for look 
upwards. The new interior has a distinotly 
upmarket feel and soft-touoh plastios 
abound, along with well-designed instru¬ 
mentation and switehgear. 

A roomy oabin is another bonus, with 
oodles of spaoe throughout for passengers, 
whether they travelling in the front or rear. 

Praotioality is paramount too and the 
hatohbaok model, as well as having a 
ooupe-style rounded profile, also has a spa- 
eious and user-friendly boot. 

With 550-lites of oarrying oapaeity it’s 


oapable of ooping with the needs of most 
families - an important oonsideration given 
that it now has to oompete against the many 
orossover vehioles that are around, as well 
as familiar saloons and hatohbaoks. 

In line with ourrent trends the new engines 
offer enhanoed performanoe and improved 
eoonomy, along with lower emissions. 

It’s diffioult to fault the 1.6-litre diesel fitted 
to this oar, whioh emits just 94g/km of C02 
and has an offioial oombined eoonomy figure 
of 78mpg. 

Petrol engines offer eoonomy, emissions

and performanoe that will surprise, partiou- 
larly the one litre three-oylinder turbo-boost¬ 
ed petrol engine. 

But does the Mondeo still measure up as a 
driver’s oar? The answer has to be a 
resounding yes, though to some degree 
Ford have tried to make the latest version 
more of an all-rounder that balanoes oomfort 
and ride quality with driving dynamios. 

It feels good through the bends though, 
oomposed, agile and assured, even if the 
steering does feel a little on the light side at 
times. 

In terms of speoifioations there’s Style, 
Zeteo, Titanium and Titanium X, along with a 
distinotly upmarket Vignale, though with a 
prioe tag of £30,000 you’re getting well into 
BMW 3 Series and Jaguar XE territory. 

Overall though the latest Mondeo has 
muoh to reoommend it.

DEFENDER Ben Coker set up one 
goal then grabbed a vital winner as 
Southend United put their trouble¬ 
some League One home form 
behind them to sink struggling 
Scunthorpe at Roots Hall.
